Terrible Slaughter of Strikers 
by Government Forces af 
Chile Is Reported 


SEVERAL DAYS CONSUMED 
IN BURYING THE DEAD 


Government Forces Suddenly At- 
tacked the Strikers and Liter- 
ally Mowed Them Down. 
The Streets Were Liter- 
ally Choked With 
Corpses. 


San Francisco, Cal., March 12.—Ma- 
chine guns operated by the government 
forces of Chile. in a great conflict 
with strikers at the nitrate beds, and 
in the city of Iquique, laid 2,500 men 
low, most of these being killed, accord- 
ing to advices received vesterday by the 
Australian steamer Christian Bors, ar- 
riving direct from Chile. 

Business at Iquique, which had never 
been serjously disturbed py anything 
but earthquakes, paralyzed when 
the great afmy of workers went on 
Strike. One fracas after another oc- 
curred, until soldiers and strikers met 
in the streets Iquique and on the 
outskirts and openly defied each other. 

Being ordered to drive the army of 
men away and disperse them, the police 
opened fire while they formed, and 
literally mowed down the men. They 
had little opportunity to fight back, even 
had they been armed, the assault upon 
them was so sudden. 

This took place on January !/!, and 
was followed by two or three days’ of 
oppressive gloom in the community, 
while the funerals of the killed were 
taking place. 

A week later, as though common 
agreement, the strikers went back to 
work without the expecied advance in 
Wages. It was reported that the mine 
owners will voluntarily increase the pay 
of many of their employees. 

The story coming from San Francisco 
of a great conflict bitween the gov- 
ernment forces and strikerg at Iquique, 
saying that 2,600 men were laid low. 
evidently is exagerated and incorrect, as 
to the date. A dispatch received from 
Valparaiso dated December 28 said that 
according to an official statement the 
recent encounter at Iquique between 
the nitrate strikers and the police re- 
sulted in the killing of 210 men, the 
wounding of about 50. This undoubtedly 
is the same occurrence mentioned § iin 
the advices brought into San Francisco 
by the Norwegian steamer Christian 
Bors.

act. While no agreement wag reached, 
the trend of the, discussion, indicated 
that a common ground of understand- 
ing short will be reached, and that 
perhaps within a week a measure will 
be drafted which will be satisfactory to 
all parties. ‘ 

Interest of Labor Officials, 


The particular inferest of the labor of- 
ficers ts to secure an amendment to the 
Sherman anti-trust 
empt them from the praetical operation 
of the act as to conspiracies in re- 
straint of trade. A proposition of that, 
kind now is pending in congress, but, 
in the opinion of some of the partici- 
pants in the white house conference, it 
would be unconstitutional if enacted in 
its present shape. 

Amendments were proposed relating | 
to the operation of railroads, one pro- 
viding that pooling, under proper re- 
strictions, ought to be permitted by law. 

It was also suggested that consolida- 
tions and traffic arrangements ougt 
not to be permitted by connecting lines 
under such arrangements as would per- 
mit of abuse of that privilege. 


Regulation of Corporations. 


An important amendment was also 
proposed by which there would be fur- 
ther regulation of corporations doing 
an interstate business, and providing | 
for reports from such officers to the| 
department of commerce and labor 
along the Jines of the reports, now 
made by the railroad to the interstate 
commerce commission. 

It was pointed out that with the en- 
actment of the amendments proposed, 
the government might pegin anew its 
work of dealing with corporations, In 
fact. it was proposed that prosecutions 
now in contemplation by the govern- 
ment against corporations under the 
provisions of the Sherman act, be aban- 
doned if the proposed amendments 
should be enacted into law.

Lexington, Ky., March 1!2.—Following 
close on the letters recently mailed in 
Mount Sterling and received by farm- 
ers of Bath and Montgomery counties, 
in which arsenic was enclosed’ with a 
threat, comes the first report of vie 
lence against an independent tobacco 
grower in the county of Fayette. 

An attempt to destroy the herd of 
cattle belonging to R. M. Squires, whose 
farm is near Chilesburg, was partially 
successful. Three cattle are dead from 
poisoning and six more are in a pre- 
carious condition. The timely discovery 
of Paris green in the trough .before 
more feed was put in saved the remain- 
der of the seventy cattle in the feedihg 
pens. 

The poison was placed in the troughs 
some time Tuesday night, and the cat- 
tle, which were poisoned, are supposed 
to have eaten it before the morning 
feed wag put in. Under one of the 
troughs, a can, which had contained 
Paris green, was found. 

Mr. Squirés knows of no enemy who 
would have desired so to injure him, 
and has had no quarrel or controversy 
that could explain it.

Just eighteen days after firing the 
shot which brought death to Father 
Francis Leo Heinrichs, at’ the altar in 
St. Blizabeth’s Roman Catholic church, 
while in the act of administering the 
holy sacrament, this wanderer from 
Italy, an alleged, but not proven, an- 
archist, heard his doom. 

In the court room, not three blocks 
from the church where he committed 
his crime, and within the sound of 
the chimes which he said drew him to 
that church, Alla received the judg- 
ment delivered by the jury.

WILL DISSOLVE 
VOTING TRUST 


Said Dissolution Will End 
Domination of Seaboard 
Air Line by Ryan. 


Richmond, Va., March 1!2.—(Special.)— 
In accordance with the agreement of De- 
cember 3!, !907, between John Skelton 
Williams and Messrs. Byrne, Watts and 
Untermeyer, counsel, respectively, for 
the New York tnterests and the Seaboard 
Air Line railway, the voting trustees of 
the Seaboard will meet in New York 
March 25 to dissolve the trust. Notices 
of the meeting and its purpose were sent 
out yesterday. 

When John Skelton Williams and the 
representatives of the other interests 
and of the raibway met at the conference 
of December 3! in Washington and the 
receivership agreement wag reached, one 
of the stipulations was that the voting 
trust, which had been formed April 24, 
1900, whem the system was consolidated 
and hag existed since that date, should 
be dissolved at any time at the request 
of Mr. Williams and the stock held under 
it distributed to voting trust certificate 
holders. 

At a meeting of the Seaboard Air Line 
railway stockholders’ protective commit- 
tee, of which Mr. Williams is chairman, 
held in Baltimore a few days ago, a 
resolution was adopted requesting the 
chairman to uge the right accorded by 
the agreement and call for a dissolution 
of the trust. In consequence of this ac- 
tion, and Mr. Williams’ requeet, made 
in obedience to It, the meeting of the 
voting trust to dissolve itself is called. 

The voting trust holds all the $60,9/6,- 
000 of the capital stock of the Seaboard— 
of which 248,950 shares are preferred 
and 370,110 are common, each share be- 
ing for $100—except 210 shares. It is 
gaid that it ts through the voting trust 
that the Ryan-Blair-Coolidge party has 
dominated the Seaboard system the last 
four years, since the trust was taken 
over from the Willlamg interests in 
1903. 

The original voting trust, formed, it is 
asserted, to protect the Seaboard against 
acquisition of coptro!l of its stock by

_ directed, intelligent work: work which 
brings good pay. because itis good ser- 
vice to mankind. The sober. responsi- 
ble Locomotive Engineer. The Skilled 
Mechanic, The Farmer, Merchant, Doc- 
tor, Lawyer, Banker, School Teacher, 
and Minister. 

The capable, successful and well- 
esteemed among these belong to one 
class. The failures belong to the other 

The “Home-Owning” class seek peace, 

e operation of industries. Pro- 
tection. for every man who wants tc

work, and a guarantee of his right to 
enjoy the fruit of his labor; just laws 
which hold each and every man ac- 
countable to the law and to do his 
share toward the support of public 
works and charities. 

The Labor-Soclalists are opposed and 
their measures are right now being 
pressed with great strength to make 
them into laws. 

The intent underlying each one of 
them is to directly, or in a round- 
about way, take money and property 
from the “Home Owners.” 

Now let’s have a look, and in con- 
sidering each bill or act, keep in mind 
the underlying plan. 

“Extract from the thrifty and home- 
owning people at least a part of their 
savings, to be divided among the un- 
thrifty Labor-Soctalists.”’ 

You may have to search step by step 
through the apparently harmless part 
of these proposed laws, but carefully 
follow the steps and -it will be seen 
that the final end and aim is to take 
money away from the House-Owning, 
thrifty “class” and give it to the un- 
thrifty ‘‘class.” 

Let's first consider the “Employers’ 
Liability’’ movement. They have adroit- 
ly sought to have it apply first to Rail- 
ways, for it is now popular to attack 
them. Any employee hurt, even by his 
own negligence, is to be paid a sum 
to be extracted from the stockholders. 
There are over 77,000 stockholders in 
one American Ry. Many are widows 
and in some cases their hard-earned 
money and savings invested thus, is 


the main sourdge of their bread and but- 


ter. But a part at least is to be taken 
from them to be given to the unfor- 
tunate “Unthrifty.” 

That would be benevolence if it was 
not a legal robbery of some to’ make 
gifts to others. 

Then.it ig the plan to extend this 
forced benevolence to the individual 
employer, just as the Labor-Socialists 
have succeeded in doing in England. 
It is an active working law there now 
in operation under which, if, for in- 
stance, a house servant has an accident 
no matter whether about the house or 
elsewhere and becomes disabled. the 
employer's property is held to pay one 
pound (about $5.00) a week for the 
balance of the Hfe of the servant. 

Thus in a few years with a bad run of 
“luck” the home-owner might have 
saddled on him a half dozen such pen- 
sioners and his property held to pay 
perhaps 625.00 to $50.00 a week. 

Do you see how adroitly this extracts 
money from the thrifty? 

We will all admit that the injured 
should have help; that is human be- 
nevolence. Every permanently injured 
poor man should have a public home 
to live in free, all the balance of his 
days; he has, we will say, done his 
share of the work of the world and ts 
entitled to its care. The law should 
provide that he had, during his wel! 
days, contributed his share, small or 
great, toward the support of such 
homes. That is the German law. In 
other words, every man, Labor-Social- 
ist and Home-Owner should contribute 
for this pension. 

But the Labor-Socialist plans to take 
only the money of one clasa. the 
thrifty, and give it to the unthrifty. 

That would be a fine levied on the 
man for being thrifty and offer a re- 
ward of immunity to the man who 
would “drink up” his extra money. It 
says, “don’t ®wn a home or you will 
become a member of a class which we 
propose to milk.” 

Later on we are to 
Pensions” for every 
reaches say 60 years. 

That law is under consideration in 
England now. The plan is a noble 
one, for it would remove that awful 
ghost of fear which haunts most peo- 
ple. Every man should pay a smal] tax 
toward this desirable benevolence. But 
notice, when the Labor-Soctalist lead- 
ers in England were aske@ if the mem. 
bers of their class would contribute. 
the answer was, “Not one farthing.” 

They propose to secure the entire 
Sum from the Home-Owner “Class.” 

Back again to their principle. you see. 

It seems benevolent to vote large 
sums for public work for the “unem- 
ployed.” That class is made up largely 
of Labor-Socialists and _ incapable, 
botch workmen. The worthy workmen 
are seldom “unemployed.” Many of 
these “unemployed” are the noisy chaps 
who called strikes during the prosper- 
ous years. They wouldn't work them- 
selves and kept thousands of good 
men from work. 

They boycotted factories and destroy- 
ed business,-compelling other workmen 
to le idle. | m

They stopped the doading and un- 
loading of ships and Ry. cars; stopped 
work on buildings, the mining of gold, 
silver, copper and coal. Stoppped the 
manufacture of millions of dollars 
worth of American articles which for- 
eigners stood ready to pay money for. 

It is believed by many that one pf 
the chief causes of the panic and pres- 
ent hard times was the persistent and 
widespread interference with, and 
stoppage of industry brought about by 
these same Labor-Soclalists in driving 
away business and preventing the 
steady distribution of money among 
the working classes. Every million 
dollars worth of Steam Pumps, Farm 
Implements, Boots and Shoes, Steel, 
Iron, Locomotives, Cars, Cotton Goods, 
etc., etc., sent abroad, brings back a 
million dollars to be distributed to the 
workmen, who dig ore and smelt it; 
moulders who cast the iron, machinists, 
wood-workers, cotton mill employees, 
etc., etc, But the Labor-Socia'‘ists have 
time and again stopped up the source 
of this flow of money and have en- 
tailed on this country millions upon 
millions of dollars in losses and, conse- 
quently, much misery upon work- 
people. 

The Labor leaders have brought 
strikes to force all employers to kick 
out independent American workmen 
and employ only “Union” men, thus to 
give absolute power to the leaders, se-. 
cure fees to pay their own salaries 
first and, in order to keep their slaves 
interested, force higher and higher 
Wages. Here we reach the foundation 
fact again. 

Now. when the jobs the Labor-Social- 
ists threw away, are taken by others, 
or the business has been killed for the 
time, and they are “unemployed,” do 
they pay their own expenses or do they 
besiege the authorities to tax the class 
of Home-Owrmers to pay extra money 
toward a public fund to be used to pay 
the “class” of unemployed Labor- 
Socialists? 

Here the line between classes {!s 
clearly drawn and you get back again 
to the same old spot, “Take from one 
class and give to the other.” 

“Make the consumer pay extra money 
and give it to the Labor-Socialists.” 

“Charge the Home-owner extra wages 
for all labor whfch enters into the 
building of his home.” 

“He has been saving, now let’s take 
away part of it.” 

High wage for skilful work is de- 
sirable for all, but when a Labor Union 
gains power enough to force home- 
owners to pay two, three or four times 
what hod-carriers and other workmen 
are actually worth it means just so 
much extra money extracted from the 
home-owner, more than the service is 
worth. 

It comes back to the same old place, 
you see. Look at the purpose of all 
the anti-injunction bills introduced by 
the Labor-Socialists. Each and every 
one seeks to tle the hands of the peo- 
ple’s courts, and for .what purpose? 
No tajunction issued in labor strikes 
ever harmed an honest citizen, intend- 
ing to peacefully pursue his occupation. 

Injunctions &top mobs, intent on iIn- 
sulting, assaulting and perhaps mur- 
dering other citizens, from congre- 
gating. The Labor-Socialist raises a 
loud cry because he is commanded by 
a court to keep off the public street 
near a factory employing independent 
men, 

The injunction always directs the 
man or men to stay off certain streets 
or refrain from doing other things, 
when it is reasonably well known they 
intend to ge on those streets, or do 
those acts, to insult, or assault citi- 
zens or destroy property. The peaceful 
citizen is never hurt by an injunction 
in a labor case and the courts have 
a right to prevent injury to the Inter- 
ests of any community. But Injunctions 
do prevent Labor-Socialists from ter- 
rorizing people into submission to the 
Labor trust. 

Therefore, In order to secure submis- 
sion and power to extract from the 
employer extra money. they contend 
the injunction must be done away with. 

Every public man who supports any 
measure secking to reduce the power 
of the courts in order to make it more 
difficult for them to protect property 
and the-person of the common citizen 
is an enemy of Home-Owners and an 
ally of the Labor-Soclialists. 

Watch such public men—particularly 
those who want to revise the criminal 
code injunction laws. They want to 
make it easier for mobs to do damage 
and escape punishment. Their names 
will be printed broadcast later on so 
that the people may know. ; 

Some public men are like some newss 


papers, they make the mistake of be- } 


lieving the Labor-Socialists are a ma- 
jority because they make the most 
noise, but it has been shown time and 
again that when a public man prosti- 
tutes his ideas of right, and justice to 
the common citizen, and supports meas- 
ures which seek to take money, prop- 
erty and liberty away from the home- 
owners and the people find it out as 
they will, the cowardly official is gen- 
erally defeated at the next election, 
for the Liberty-loving, 
Home-Owning class of Americans 
heavily outnumber the Labor-Social- 
ists, and these Home-Owners are the 
principal readers and supporters of 
the newspapers. 

The law-defiers are organized and 
able to present organized effort 
against, heretofore, .an unorganized 
public. Now, however, the Home-Own- 
ers have effected an organization 
known as the Citizens’ Industrial Ass'n 
of America with a Central body in 
New York and local bodies in many 
towns and cities. Competent lawyers 
are employed to watch the vicious 
measures introduced in Congress and 
the Legislatures and defend the rights 
of the common Citizens from these in- 
sidious attacks and to prevent the 
enactment of laws which rob one class, 
the Home-Owners and pass over to the 
Labor-Socialists money and property 
which they do not earn, and power 
which would enable them to enslave 
the common people and force them to 
“obey.” <All of this work requires 
money for legitimate expenses. Every 
reader who feels a desire to help in 
this organized work of protection can 
forward to the National Citizens’ In- 
dustrial Ass'n, St. James Building, N.

The officers and directors of this Na- 
tional Ass'n are sufficiently well known 
to insure careful and honest use of 
funds. A statement will be sent to 
each contributor from time to time, 
and the ‘Square Deal” magazine malil- 
ed each month. 

This is a clearly-drawn contest be- 
tween the Common citizens and Home- 
Owners seeking protection and the 
Labor Trust seeking to obtain control 
of affairs and take money and prop- 
erty from the Home-Owners. 

The strongest organization will win, 
and if the Home-Owners fall to stand 
together they will certainly lose at 
least a part of their properties and 
more or less personal! liberty. There 
are communities now where organized 
labor has gained control and every 
man must “bow” and contribute and 
implicitly “obey,” quit work when told. 
patronize those whom the labor lead- 
ers designate, and in various ways act 
the #lave. 

It has gone so far that juries fear to 
convict known murderers and whole 
communities are terrorized. 

U. §. Judge Wm. H. Hunt of Butte. 
Montana, was brave enough to say: 

“God gave man his hands. his back 
and the right to use them as he pleases. 
It is an inalienable right. No power 
can take {it away from a man. No 
power can compel him to work. No 
power can compel him to stop working 
if he desires to work. When a man, or 
any.set of men, take it upon them- 
selves to say that they are the law. and 
to defy the process of the courts. to 
defy the police authority of the land, 
to usurp -the authority of the establish- 
ed government, to upset the very base 
of society in which we all live, there !s 
a power which will come to the rescue 
of the man who is wronged in that 
way; and that power is that which 
protects you and protects me, and must 
continue to afford us all protection, else 
government is destroyed.” 

For these principles our ancestors 
laid down their lives. But they stand 
in the way of the Labor-Soclalists who 
now seek to enact laws ‘to overset 
them.

IN MISSOURI 


Two District Conventions Instrucl 
for the Governor, 


NEBRASKA STANDS BY TAFT 


Sentiment at the Omaha Conven- 
tion Strong for the Secretary, 
Though There Was Some 
Opposition by the La- 
bor Element, 


St. Louis, March 12.—Republican con- 


ventions held today on the call of the 
chairman of the state committee in the 
eleventh and twelfth congressional 
districts to elect delegates to the na- 
tional convention in Chicago adopted 
resolutions indorsing Governor Charles 
E. Hughes, of New York, for the next 
president and the delegates elected 
from the twelfth aistrict were instruct- 
ed for him. The eleventh district del- 
ates were uninstructed. 
rhe instructions given the twelfth 
district delefates are the first instruc- 
tions for Hughes that have been given 
delegates by any congressional con- 
vention that has so far been held~ in 
the country. 

The resolutions adopted by the two 
convention indovse the administra- 
tion of President Roosevelt and in- 
dorse Governor Hlughes as “a candi- 
date whom we believe can be relied 
upon to follow up the work so ably and 
fearlessly inaugurated by the present 
administration.” 

The results of the two conventions 
today mark a peculiar situation exist- 
ing between the two districts’ in that 
two conventions have been held in each 
district and two sets of delegates 
elected to the national convention. The 
first set of delegates from each district 
elected on February 2! were instructed 
for Taft. Republican State Chairman 
W. 8S. Dickey declared that by reason 
of the fact that the district comm! tees 
of the two districts were ousted by the 
state commitee, the conventions held 
On February 2! were illegal, and the 
delegates elected were illegally elected. 
He called the two conventions held to- 
day and declared them neld under the 
auspices of the-vrepublican. state com- 
mittee in regnlar form, and therefore 
legal. As a consequence, the rival sets 
of delegates from the two districts 
will contest for seats In the Chicago 
convention. 

NEBRASKA REPUBLICANS 
ARE UNANIMOUS FOR TAFT 


Omaha, Neb., March 12.—Without a 
voice of dissent, the candidacy of Wr )- 
liam H. Taft for president of the 
'nited States was indorsed by the re- 
publican state convention of Nebraska 
today and a solid delegation for the 
secretary will go to Chicago instructed 
to vote for his nomination first, last 
and all the. time. 

It was a Taft convention from start 
to finish, and the state delegation— 
Governor Sheldon, Senator Morrls 
Brown, Victor Rosewater, of Omaha, 
and Judge Allen W. Field, of Lincoln, 
went through with a rush. The alter- 
nates are A. C. Rankin, of: Furnish 
county; I. G. Baright, of Omaha: Lieu- 
tenant Governor M. B. Hopewell, of 
Burt count, and Paul H. Marley, of 
Custer county. Charles B. Anderson 
was permanent chairman of the con- 
vention. 

Harmony prevailed throughout 
meeting of the convention, although 
much dissension was apparent in the 
district gatherings. 

The second and sixth districts held 
their conventions at the Rome’ hotel 
during the forenoon and representa- 
tives of organized labor made a demon- 
Stration on the floor of the second Wis- 
trict gathering. Tony Donahue, a 
Omaha labor leader, who was a dele- 
Sate to the district’ convention, made 
a formal protest against the candi- 
dacy of William H. Taft. The con- 
vention took no action. 

The platform was given over princi- 
pally to an indorsement of the poli- 
cies of President .Rooseveit and of Sec 
retary Taft for president. It follow- 
ed closely the lines of that adopted 
by the Ohio convention, and in one in- 
Stance quoted that document 
a revision of the tariff is declared nec- 
essary. State issues and the admin- 
istration of state offcals also came in 
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for full approval.

Cutof 10 Per Cent Announced 
i Take Effect March 30, 


‘THOUSANDS ARE AFFECTED 


Believed All New EnglandMills Will 
Follow Cat by Lowell Factories. 
168,000 Persons Employed. 
Depression in the Cloth 
Market the Cause, 


Boston, Mass., March 12.—A general 
reduction in the wages of cotton mill 
operatives of the north will be made the 
iatter part of the month and during 
April, according to mill men. 


‘turers’ Association, 


Today notices were posted in all the 
cotton mills of Lowell, on receipt of in- 
structions from the head offices here, 
informing the 20.000 operatives that 
wages will be reduced to average !I0 per 
cent, beginning Monday, March 30. 

With the exception of the Star mills of 
Manchester, N. H., which announced 
Tuesday that a reduction of about 8 per 


|cent will be made in the wages of their 


1,500 employees, the Lowell mills are 
the first in the cotton industry in New 
England to give positive notice of a cut. 
It is understood that practically all the 
cotton mills in northern New England 
will post notices, during the nexi few 
days announcing a reduction. 

In southern New England there is 
some uncertainty as to the time a cut 
will be made. In Fall River a six 
months’ sliding scale agreement exists 
between the Manufacturers’ Association 
and the textile council. The agreement 
is based upon the average margin be- 
tween the cost of the cotton in the New 
York market and the selling price of 
Standard 28-inch 64x64 print cloths. 
Their last agreement became effective 
November 25, 1907. Since that time the 
margin has steadily fallen off, indi- 
cating that the 25,000 operatives in the 
association milis at Fall River will re- 
ceive less wages in the spring. 

It ig not known here wha; action the 
Rhode Island and New Bedford mill 
owners will take. Otis N. Pierce, pres- 
ident of the New Bedford Manufac- 
and Mr. Gammell, 
a prominent Rhode Island mill man, ex- 
pressed the opinion that a wage cut 
seems inevitable. 

Manufacturers give as reasong for the 
change in wages the depression in the 
cloth market, high cost of cotton and 
lower prices for guods. 

The cotton mills in New England num- 
ber 340, and employ about 165,000 per 
sons.

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PROBE ASKED 
FOR THE BANKS 


Tillman Wants Searching In- 
vestigation of New York 
Institutions. 


Washington, March |2.—Senator Till- 
man today introduced @ resolution call- 
ing on the senate committee on finance 
to conduct an investigation and answer 
some pointed questions bearing on 
financial legislation. The questions on 
which a report is asked are as fol- 


lows: 

“Whether the national banks in the 
city of New York or elsewhere are in 
the habit, under the guise of com- 
mercial loans, of furnishing permanent 
capita] for speculative or other enter- 
prises, and, if so, what legisiation is 
necessary to prevent a continuance of 
such practice. 

“Whether the treasury department 
had knowledge of the loans made by 
the National Bank of North America, 
of New York city, which are the sub- 
ject of a suit by the receiver of said 
bank against Charles W. Morse and of 
other similar transacfions in other na- 
tional banks. 

“Whether national banks are now en- 
gaged by themselvés or through other 
organizations in attempting to control 
or dictate the legislation of congrefs 
on currency measures. 

“The committee is further instructed 
to ascertain what, if any, legislation is 
necessary to discourage or prevent the 
habit of~persons holding the office of 
comptroller of the currency or other 
treasury officials from making their 
offices a stepping stone to employment 
by national banks. 

“Whether national banks are using 
trust companies and other financial a8- 
sociations as 4ummy agencies through 
which to transact business forbidden 
by the law, governing national banks, 
and what legisiatjon is necessary to 
prevent such evasion of the statutes. 

“Whether the national banks in New 
York city lent their credit to stock 
brokers by the certification or accept- 
ance of checks during the years of 
1906 and 1907. and report whether or 
not such transactions involved any 
violation of the provisions of section 
5200 of the Revised Statutes as to mak- 
ing excess loans.” 

Senator Tillman, in 
resolution, asked that it be read and 
allowed to Hie on the table. He added 
that he wanted to give ample oppor- 
tunity to have its contents known s0 
that there would be no suspicion in re- 
gard to it. He said he proposed to 
speak on this resolution next Mon- 
day. 


EXTRA OFFICERS FOR ARMY. 


Favorable Report on Bill Ordered 
by Senate Committee. 


Washington, March 1!2.—The senate 
committee on military affairs today or- 
dered favorably reported a bill “au- 
thorizing extra officers for the army.” 
It is intended to meet what is general- 
ly referred to ag the “absenteeism” of 
company officers from their commands 
by reason of detached service. There 
has been a great deficiency of officers, 
and congress has repeatedly increased 
the number detachable from regiments 
for military or semi-military work of 
a special character. It has been deem- 
ed inadvisable to withdraw officers 
importance, and there- 
fore it becomes necessary to authorize 
extra officers. The bill reported would 
add 612 officers to the army.

Jury at Eastman Finds John 
Grove Burch Not 
Guilty. 


Eastman, Ga. March |2.—(Special.)— 
The jury today returned a verdict, find- 
ing. the defendant not guilty, in the 
case of the state against ‘John Grove 
Burch, “charged with killing Harry 
Hargrove, inthe streets of Eastman, 
on December 26, 1906.

NO INDICATIONS GIVEN 
OF LARGE COTTON CROP 


In regard to the sale of fertilizer 
tags at the department of agriculture, 
in the state capitol, Captain J. F. John- 
son, chief clerk of the department and 
in charge of their sale, states that the 
number of tags sold does not neces- 
sarily indicate the amount of fertilizer 
used, as oftentimes used tags are left 
in the hands of the manufacturers at 
the end of the season. 

It is also stated that the season is 
far too young to ascertain whether the 
sale would be a record-breaker or not. 

Captain Johnson says: 

“The sale of tags up to the Ist of 
March was considerably less than for 
the same period last season, and, while 
no comparative statement had been 
made, I was of the opinion that the 
February sales were about normal. The 
sale of fertilizer tags does not by any 
means indicate the use of fertilizers, 
as there are quantities of unused tags 
left in the hands of manufacturers 
every season.”

DAWES MEASURE TIED UP. 


Committee Refuses to Report in Fa- 
vor of Volunteer Retired List. 


Washington, March’ !12.—By a tie vote 
of 9 to 9, a motion: was lost today in 
the house committee on military af- 
fairs to report favorably the Dawes 
measure creating a roll to be known as 
the volunteer retired list, and placing 
thereon, with retired pay, the surviv- | 
ing volunteer officers of the army, 
navy and marines of the civil war. 
Estimates indicated that the first year’s 
operation of such a law would cost 
the government $11,000,000, 

The committee similarly failed to act 
favorably on the Bradley bill, which, in| 
addition to the provisions of the Dawes 
bill, proposed the payment of 8:30 
monthly to every surviving enlisted 
man, in lieu of pensions now drawn. 
The war department estimated that the 
operation of such a law would cost 
$89,000,000 the first year, and perhaps 
$120,000,000 annually thereafter.

The main thing is the enactment of a law that will reach the evil, not 
alone as to stocks, but more particularly as to cotton, grain and other 
products of the soil—a law about whose effectiveness there can be no 
question. 

It is in future gambling in cotton, grain and other products of the soil 
that the chief and most widespread injury is done, and if the investigation 
and enactment are not going to reach these, as well as gambling in stocks, 
then the good accomplished, though a step in the right direction, will be 
small, 

The president’s activity looking to the suppression of future gambling 
will command general commendation, but it would be of a still more ex- 
tensive and enthusiastic sort were he to demand by congressional enactment 
elimination of the gambling practices which result in price depression to 
the widespread injury of the producer.

— upon these plain legal provisions. If 
© gentlemen, journalists and otherwise, 
whose business it is to know these pension 
laws by heart, can find any other verified 
law to the contrary, I will cheerfully admit 
my error. 

There is not, and should not be, any con- 
flict between the veterans and the teachers. 
Every veteran in Georgia knows these ladies 
and gentlemen amply earn the money paid 
them. None of us wonld have them subjected 
to hardships in collecting it or ask them to 
go into debt for the necessities of life. 

I have simply cited the law on the subject. 
And I make the further point that our 
readers, who boast of their resourcefulness, 
can invest their time to better advancement 
by finding some method whereby this grave 
wrong to the veterans can be equalized than 
by defending and seeking to perpetuate a 
system which, all argument to the contrary 
notwithstanding, thrusts suffering on thou- 
sands of feeble and poverty-stricken men and 
women. 

The first duty of the administration is to 
administer the statute w, not to quibble 
over that law, or to “distort it into some 
other than its originak meaning. How it is 
to be administered ig the business of men 
charged with that responsibility, not of the 
people who suffer from its non-administration. 

The inability to find means to carry out 
policies written in the organic law is a con- 
fession of weakness and inefficiency damag- 
ing not alone to teachers and veterans, but as 
well to the dignity of the state of Georgia.

It is contended that whisky, being 
prohibited from sale in Georgia, could 
not be placed upon the market to as- 
certain its value, and therefore was of 
no value in Georgia. 

Judge Calhoun thought of the fact 
that scores were being brought before 
him daily who had found it a thing of 
value, and overruled the demurrer and 
set the case for trial on Friday.

SHALL STATE PAY REWARD? 


If the governor offers a reward for 
the capture of a criminal fleeing from. 
justice, and if a man arrests the afore- 
saif criminal and turns him over to 
the sheriff of the county where the 
crime was committed, and ff the jail 
burns down and the prisoner. burns to 
death before trial, is the state legally 
@ound to pay the reward, having re- 
guired that the arrest be, accompanied 
by evidence sufficient to convict? 

This is an interesting question that 
has been put up to Governor Smith in 
a case from Kchols county, in south 
Georgia. 

On the i6th of May, 1907, a negro 
named Andrew Wilson killed a man 
named Peterson in Echols county, and 
Governor Terrell offered a reward of 
$150 for Wilson's arrest with evidence 
sufficient to convict, as igs required in 
all cases where rewards are offered by 
the state. Under the law no reward 
offered can be paid until after the con- 
viction of the criminal so arrested. 

Deputy Sherif C. E. Dukes, of Green- 
wood, 8. C., sometime later, arrested 
Andrew Wilson and turned him over to. 
the sheriff of Echolg county. He had 
at least performed his part of the con- 
tract, and had only to await trial and 
conviction to claim his reward. 

In January, !908, two months before 
the time fag court to meet, the lchols 
county jail was burned to the ground. 
and Andrew Wilson and another negro 
confined there lost their lives in the 
fire. 

Now, the question arises as to 
whether the South Carolina deputy 
sheriff is entitled to the reward of $150 
offered by the state. 


Some seem inclined to think that if 
the evidence in the case would, beyond 
reasonable doubt, have resulted in the 
conviction of Wilson, had he gone to 
trial, Deputy Sheriff Dukes is entitled 
to hig reward. 

The law presumes trial and conviction 
prior to the payment of reward, The 
situation, therefore, is rather a_ puz- 
ziing one. Governor Smith, is is stated, 
will submit the matter to Attorney Gen- 
era| Hart for his opinion. 

Some years ago. under Governor Can- 
dier’s administration, a man shot and 
killed a fugitive criminal for whom a 
reward had been offered, and delivered 
the dead body to the sheriff. In this 
case payment of reward was refused, 
voth under the law and on the ground 
of public policy, as it was thought pay- 
ment in such case might have encourag- 
ed others +o kill where there was dif- 
ficulty connected with capture.

JOSEPH M. BROWN MAKES 


Hon. Joseph M. Brown, of Marietta, 
former railroad commissioner, yester- 
day handed The Constitution the fol- 
lowing card, which contains a reply to 
Governor Smith’s recent gtatement of 
his reasong for having dismissed Mr. 
Brown as a member of the railroad 
commission: 

Editor Constitution: In your issue of March 
10 you print Governor Smith’s speech at De- 
catur, wherein he gives his reasone for re- 
moving me from office. 

If there has existed in the minds of the 
people any doubt that Governor Smith's 
official act above referred to was strictly the 
result of his personal dislike, Governor Smith's 
ere now removes all cause for that 
oubt. 

Let us briefly review the case. In his speech 
at Madison June 29, 1905, he clearly showed 
that the reason why he would suspend me 
if he became governor was my decision 
against the ‘‘port rate petition’’ for which 
he had appeared before the rajjlroad commis- 
sion as an advocate. That reason he repeated 
frequently during the cam As his own 
railroad commission, however, during the past 
seven months haz failed to even ‘‘consider’’ 
the ‘‘port rate’’ question, although the Macon 
platform says, ‘“‘We cgndemn these excessive 
and discriminating port rates as unjust, and 
we demand the IMMEDIATE righting of 
these wrongs by the railroad commission,”’ 
the reason given from June, 1908, to Au- 
gust, 1906, wag scarcely tn order this week. 

In his inaugural address Jurre 29, 1907, again 
singling me for attack, he declared that if a 
commissioner put his views at variance with 
those of his associates, thus becoming an 
obstructionist, such commissioner ought to be 
removed, ,.and pledged himelf to do it. Re- 
garding this point I will say that during the 
three years I was a member of the. railroad 
commission only three dissenting opinions 
were filed. Two were by my friend. Hon. J.

Governor Smith®s railroad commission has 
more than sustained my conservatism by rais- 
ing the 2\%-cent rate to 8% cents per mile for 
all distances on the Atlantic Coast Line.

“Distance,” said Mr. McCreary, “may 
lend enchantment to the view 
of the senator from New York, 
but if he had confined himself 
to the stock gambling and the burdens 
of trustg and lawlessness of the state 
of New York, it seems to me it would 
have been more appropriate than wan- 
dering so far away from his subject 
as to criticize Kentucky.” 

He did not condone lawlessless in 
Kentucky, but said the governor and 
the legislature are taking every possi- 
ble step to put a stop to it. The people 
of that state denounce such measures, 
he said. Referring to the tobacco trust, 
he sald: 

“There are many trusts, but the 
three most burdensome are the Stan- 
dard Oil, with Rockefeller at its head; 
the beef trust, with the Armours at 
its head, and the American Tobacco 
trust, headed by Duke.” 

Kentucky, he said, raises about one- 
third of the tobacco of the country, 
and suffers from the operations of the 
trust. He made a strong appeal for 
the passage of his bill taking the 6 
cents tax off tobacco. 

Senator Paynter also referred to 
Senator Depew’s reference to night 
riders and the burning of tobacco 
barns in Kentucky. He condemned the 
work of the night riders and the burn- 
ing of tobacco barns. “But,” he added, 
“that involves no more turpitude than 
is involved in the organization of a 
trust to take from our people one-half 
of their product.”

HENS 1S STOCS 


They Are Still Strong, but Less 
Se Than: Previous Day, 


Miscussion of Intention of President 
to Hawe the Methods of Stoek 
Trading Investigated—tp- 
ward Turn at the 
Close. 


New York, March 12.—There was in- 
termittent and spotty strength in the 
stock market today, but it was not 
comparable to the aggressive upsweep 
of prices which occurred yesterday. The 
volume of the market was decidedly 
diminished also. The sustaining force 
of upward movements in special stock 
was taken advantage of for cautious 
profit-taking, which showed itself on 
every occasion when an advance was 
getting fairly under way. Some of the 
factors which were of use in lifting 
pri¢es yesterday had lost some of their 
influence today, and there was a residue 
of damaging effect coming over from 
the previous day from some undigested 
factors. One of these was the setting 
on foot. by instruction of the president, 
of an investigation by the bureau of 
corporation of stock trading, with the 
announced purpose of finding a way to 
penalize marginal operations in stocks. 
The attitude adopted amongst the gtock 
exchange membership towards this sub- 
ject is that the stock exchange itself 
has nothing to fear from a revelation of 
its methods, but rather much to gain in 
the demonstration which would be 
made of safeguards and securities be- 
hind obligations assumed in the regular 
stock exchange procedure and the dom- 
inant rule of strict probity in the con- 
duct of brokerage commission business 
in stocks. 

“There ig no disposition in stock mar- 
ket circles to deny the evils of the 
bucket shop type of operations, against 
which, in fact, stock exchange interests 
always have waged an incessant war- 
fare. There is a recognition also of 
the discreditable side of occasional fla- 
grant manipulation ‘of prices and of 
plunging with the proceeds of bank 
loans. But these are evilg which the 
stock exchange membership disclaims 
responsibility for, or, indeed, power to 
prevent. 

Against this influence In the market 
was the continued stress jaid upen a 
report that a message from the presi- 
dent was to be forthcoming shortly. 
which would favor permission to the 
railroad companies to advance their 
freight charges as a measure of preven- 
tion against the threatened fall in the 
rates of wages. Yesterday's circumstan- 
tial reports. that. the Union Pacific 
plan for segregating assets in a com- 
pany to ‘be distributed in shares. to 
the stockholders met with sufficient of- 
ficial discountenance this morning to 
impair its influence as a market fac- 
tor. 

The Northern Pacific extra dividend 
brumorg revived with some show of force 
and made a rallying point against the 
effects of profit-taking in the market. 
Amalgamated Copper enjoyed the ad- 
vantage of an’ advanee in the price of 
coper, both at the local metal exchange 
and in London. 

Western Union suffered from its poor 
showing of quarterly earnings, and Del- 
aware and Hudson from the injunction 
against distribution of its declared div- 
idend. Money and exchange conditions 
was little changed. Their tendency of 
stocks persisted. throughout. 

An upward swing was in progress at 
the close, and the day’s changes show 
gains in consequence.
